The miners ultiuia- 
tum is 74 cents per ton from January to 
March and 79 cents for the following ten 
months, while the operators ofl'ered 62 
cents for the first two months and 63 cents 
for the balance of the year. 


After an exciting discussion the com- 


mittee was discharged and the convention 
is now trying to patch up a temporary 
agreement until a conference be held 
with the Ohio operators to fix a differen- 
tial scale. If a settlsraent is not effected 
the general strike will result involving 
6,000 miners of this district.

LONDON, Dec. 11.—A special Berlin 


despatch says the North German Lloyd 
steamer, Salier was wrecked on tho ni^ht 
of D 'cember 7, four miles north of Vil- 
lagarcia, Spain, two and a half miles from 
land. The dispatch adds the ship must 
have broken up immediately. Parts of the 
wreck are already a shore. The steamer 
had aboard 210 passengers, mostly steer- 
age, and a crew of 65 all of whom 
perished. 


News from Tormina.. 


Another despatch to the Colonial Ga- 


zette dated at Corunna says, "While it is 
true that the Salier left Antwerp with 
only 210 passengers she embarked many 
more at various Spanish ports." The cor- 
respondent estimates the number of vic- 
tims of the disaster to be 400 to 500.

A Few Detail*. 


Captain Wempe was in command when 


the Salier went down. 
The disaster oc- 


curred in a dense fog. 
The weather bad 


been heavy lor some time, and the vessel 
had a fearful passage from Bremen .to 
Corunna. 


Two boats were swept over board by 


the heavy seas and other damages su-,- 
tained. At least 400 persons perished, 
The ship struck a ledge of rocks on her 
way to Villagarcia where it waa expected 
to ship another lot of steerage passengers 
bound for Buenos Ayres. Search for sur- 
vivors have been thus far fruitless. 


It was tlte LaMt. 


The Salier was an old boat, though con- 


sidered perfectly seaworthy. 
She was 


3,000 tons gross register, 351 feet long, 
brig rigged and single propellor. 


Captain Wempe had been in charge of 


the ship for a number of years, and under- 
stood her good and bad points thoroughly. 
The Lloyds had been negotiating for some 
time for the sale of the sailor to an Italian 
trading firm to enable them to pnt a 
more modern style vessel in her place. 


Owing to difficulties of settling the de- 


tails of the sale, the Lloyds decided to 
send the Salier on one more voyage.

There is something vc:y peculiar in 


connection with the writing of John 
Ghidoti, a 6-years-old bay who attends 
the State street school in ream 1, taught 
by Miss Alice Bulkeley. The boy has 
attended school since the beginning or 
the present term and is a bright pupil, but 
his writing is reversed, and thus far it has 
been impossible to teach him to> write m 
any other way. He writes from right to 
left and, with this exception, writes fairly 
well for a boy of his age. He writes with 
hib left hand.

result from defective vision, and yet that

The price of the license does not change 


the moral character of the business. The 
traffic is a sin and a crime; it is the pirate 
of all industries. 1C has not one redeem- 
ing quality. It is the only industry that 
takes a clean, wholesome, raw material 
and turns out a debauched, miserable, 
ruined product. It is a traffic thatbltsts 
the home and all its iutereott. High 
license says you shall not sell u> :\ drunken 
man, but you may sell to a sober man and 
make him a drunkard. What reason is 
there in allowing the licensed seller to 
sell to a young man, and prohibiting his 
selling to a worthless, miserable sol? 


The principle of prohibition underlies 


all government. The whole administra- 
tion of law involves the practieal applica- 
tion of no license. High license is a com- 
promise, il parleys with temptation and 
pleads for indulgence. It exposes to rum 
that which prohibition protects from the 
risk of a fatal experiment. It puts no 
restriction upon the buyer. The moral 
tone of the community is lowered by 
licensing the liquor traffic. There is no 
single shame through which depths of 
misery flow as through this. The revenues 
from license fall heaviest where the bur- 
dens ought to be least. They are wrung 
from worse than widowed wives, and 
worse than orphaned children. A Chicago 
paper says "The standard plea for iigii 
license is that it decreases the number of 
saloons. The vital fact is that drunken- 
ness and consequent fruits of drink are 
not decreased in a single instance." Tbe 
Atlanta 
Commonwealth says: "Tncre 


were 082 more cases of drunkenness in our 
citj under high license than under pro- 
hibition in six months, and 961 more cases 
of crime." 


High license promotes drunkenness and 


crime. It fills station houses, the chain 
gang and the iail. It increases the 
revenues of the city at the expense of the 
homes and the hearts and lives of its 
citizens. 
The low groggery through 


which the drunkard escape i into the 
Rrav from the demon on his track is 
preferable to the gilded guteway wLich 
opens the road 10 destruction for young 
men. 


Hon. L. D. Hastings of Wisconsin, who 


had the best of opportunities to see the 
workings of high license, says, "In no 
location where it has been tried has it 
reduced drunkenness, or crime, or pau- 
perism, or insanity, or lessened the 
sorrow, misery or wretchedness of tbe 
drunkard's wite or children. The license 
system legalizes wrong and makes the 
state a partner in tbe evil." Wendell 
Phillips said: "The rum seller is at tbe 
root of the evil, and until it is made a 
crime to sell alcoholic drinks intemper- 
ance will continue." 
Horace Greeley 
said: "No practical enforcement of the 
license system will ever mitigate the evils 
of imteniperanee. But let the law inflex- 
ibly forbid the sale of alcoholic cirinks, 
and every youth is warned Irolu tb • 
cradle that these beverages are hurtful 
and dangerous, and that by drinking 
them he encourages the violation of the 
law."

do not believe that it' by any possible 
msans a no-license law should be passed 
here this year its workings and enforce- 
ment would be a credit to the prohibition 
theory. Whatever the vote by accident or 
zealous temporary work might show, it 
miis; be well known to every careful ob- 
server that a prohibition sentiment string 
enough to make a no-license law a suc- 
cess has not yet been created here. 


We publish today in another column a, 


strong communication on the temperance 
question from a \Villiamstown gentleman 
who has frequently written earnestly and 
ably on the subject. In Williamstown 
there should never be a question as to the 
proper course to take on the license ques- 
tion. It is a natural prohibition town by 
e\«ry influence, association and motive. In 
North Adams the situation is totally dif- 
ferent. Here is a city where conditions 
must be materially chanced and a senti- 
ment in its favor developed before a no- 
li, case law can be creditably maintained.

CONNECTICUTLIQUOP DECtSION 
An Important Victory of the State Law 


And Order League. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 11.—By the 


decision of the New Haven county 
commissioners just rendered, refusing 
a license to Walter Scott, proprietor of 
the Waverley inn at Cheshire, the 
State Law und Order league has won 
its most important victory for several 
years. Scott has kept a hotel famous 
all over the state for its dinners served 
to transient patvc^is. When Cheshire 
was a no license town, detectives of 
the league visited his hotel and secured 
evidence by which he wais convicted of 
Belling- liquors illegally, the case lead- 
ing1 to .prolonged litigation, partly in 
connection with the seioure of liquors 
worth some $1,500 found, at his hotel. 
Then his friends organised and carried 
Cheshire last October by a small ma- 
jority for license after a bitter contest, 
but now the protest of the league, on 
the ground 
of former 
conviction, 


against his securing a license has been 
sustained by the county commissioners, 
probably ending one of the most obsti- 
nate and protracted liquor contests in 
the history of the state. The decision 
is o£ much legal significance as against 
the granting of licenses to any persons 
once convicted of illicit liquor selling 
in Connecticut. 


rue Italian Girl, Onre Under Senlonce 


of Death, Acquitted. 


New York, Dec. 11.—The second trial 


of Maria Barbcri, charged with the 
murder of her 
betrayer, Domtnieo 


Catnldo, ended last evening, the jury 
rendering a verdict of not guilty. The 
trial lasted seventeen days, and a large 
amount of testimony showing that the 
woman was afflicted with epilepsy and 
not responsible for her actions at the 
time of the murder was submitted. 
When the verdict was announced the 
prisoner was discharged $'0111 custody, 
and at once went to the home of her 
parents. 
On the first trial Jlaria Bar- 


bcri was convicted of murder in the 
first degree, and was .sentenced to be 
electrocuted at Sing Sing prison. Her 
counsel appealed the case to the court 
of appeals where the verdict was set 
aside and a ne «v trial ordered. 


THE PRESIDENT'S 
CABINET. 


A Bill Introduced To Compel Its Selec- 


tion front Members ot Congress. 


Washington, Dec. 11.—Representa- 


tive Barrett, rep., Mass., has intro- 
duced a bill which requires the presi- 
dent to select the members of his cabi- 
net from either the house of represen- 
tatives or the senate, with the excep- 
tion that the secretory of the treasury 
siiall be a member of the house, and 
the secretary of state shall be a 
member of the senate. While holding 
the cabinet portfolios they • shall re- 
tain their membership in the house to 
which they have been elected, receiv- 
ing the pay of cabinet officials, but 
nothing for their congressional serv- 
ice. 
When they cease to become mem- 


bers of congress, they shall at tlie 
&ame time cease to be members of the 
cabinet. 


BOSTON EXCISE BOARD. 


License Granted at Cheater. 


Middletown, Conn., Dec. 11.—The 


county commissioners have settled the 
vexed question regarding the liquor 
fight in the town of Chester by grant- 
ing a license to Bariry Warren, of the

house, despite

strance signed by over ]00 citizens. 
Frank P. Smith, from whom Warren 
leased the bar, was forcced to remove 
from the hotel or the license would 
have been refused, as Smith's recent 
court convictions rendered the feeling 
so strong that had a license been 
granted with him as manager of the 
hotel part, an appeal on Warren's 
license would have been taken to the 
supreme court. No other petitions, for 
license will be granted. 


EXPERIMENTAL FARMS. 


Gov. Wolcott Interferes in the Granting of 


Licenses In Suburban Towns. 


Boston, Dec. 11.—Governor-elect Wol- 


cott has interfered in the policy of the 
police board of Boston with reference 
to the granting of liquor licenses in the 
suburban residential districts of this 
city, or the transfer to these sections 
of licenses from other districts, and has 
written a letter to the board (which is 
appointed by the governor) in which 
he practically calls a halt in this di- 
rection. The result is that no more 
saloons will be placed in the outlying 
wards of the city at present.
